His olaiia of primitive 
possessions for ages beyond the white 
man's coming, of the conditions being 
undisturbed for centuries and existing 
ns the Great Mnnitou had ordained.: 
..the bountiful supplies be had furnish- j 
ed on land and In the waters, of wild j 
fruit, wild fowl, wild eattle, abundance! 
of wild horses, verdure to support) 
them without the plowman's weary j 
•work—all furnished him an argument j 
that the disturbance and compulsory j 
change to Its heirs of this legacy were | 
arbitrary, unjust to the verge of what 
•we would call sacrilegious Interference 
\vith the Divine will. 


ITe had all the old treaties in bis 


lead in the Indian legendary manner, 
also in hieroglyphics, but In writing 
nnd printed type he bad an extract | 
from the treaty of ISO'S by which tho i 
Sioux reservation of Dakota was set j 
apart "for - the absolute and undls- j 
turbefi use and occupation of the In- 
dians and upon which no outsiders but 
government employees shall be allow- 
ed to pass, settle or reside." 


Basing his case like a lawyer, he 


would introduce it as a silent witness, 
justifying his actions, and with keen

Thus was ended the life of the chief 
whose faults and virtues, will long be 
a subject, of discussion, but who will 
always stand as a great red chief of 
the Uncapapa Sioux--SHI ing Hull.
